and was mightily taken with the Fire, in regard, by 
its help he gat variety of good Food, which, before he 


knew nothing of. Hence was it that he begantodray - 


ſeveral Concluſions relating to Heat, as Fire ; and that 
every Animal had more or leſs ſormeth :

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eat their Eggs and young Ones: The tip Ends of wild 


Beafts Horns he put upon Canes or Staffs Ends, and 
with the Fire and ſbarp Stones made them ſharp in 
Service for Spears, and for a Shield he folded the Skins 
of Reafts for his Defence, ſecing himſelf without natu- 
ral Defence, making up by his Ingenuity the Deſects 
as it were of Nature; f> that none of the wild Beafts 
durft oppoſe him: But finding they were tco nimble on 
Foot for him, he began to ſtudy ſome Way or Method 
to anſwer that, and therefore thought in himſelf there 
could not be a better Conveniency for it than by ta ming 
ſore of the ſwifteſt ſort of wild Beafts, which by good 
N and ſuitable feeding, might be made ſo 
_traftable as to tide upon; and fo therewith might chaſe 
dr purſue other wild Beaſts. Fer this purpoſe this Iſland 
Vas provided of feyeral forts of wild Creatures, ſuch as 
wild Aﬀes and wild Horſes, which anſwered ſo well, 
that — the fitteſt for his purpoſe, he did by de- 
degrees make them fo gentle and tradable, that they 
anſwered his Expectatioa to his Wiſhes ; then out of the 
Skins he cut Thongs for Bridles, and made the Skins 
le uſſe ſerve for Saddles, all which uſefol Arts and De- 
vices he ſtadied and found out in the 2 of about 21 
years. After this he * in Contemplation to dive 
 farther'into the Reaſon, Nature, Qualities and various 
Motions, Quſes, Effects and Virtues of . Fane, 
Mineral, Stones, Earth, Water, Exhalations, Vapours, 
Ice, Snow, Hail, Smoak, Fire and Proſt, wherein 
found ſuck Diverſity and Variety as put him on —_ 
ſetious Cogj:ations, and took up a conſiderable part of 
his time to contemplate thereon; inſomuch, that he 
became, in fine, experienced in moſt kinds of Sciences, 
both Natural, Meral and Divine, that by the time he 
arrived at the age of 35 years, he ſeemed a very 
- Philoſopher, and had ſuch an Apprehenſion of th 
. ty anda Supream Being, as made him conch 
ther Beings en ioferiour to it, which afford

It is reported, there was an Iſland not far from that 
wherein Joſephus was born, which Iſland it is ſaid, @ cer- 
tain Se& of People betook themſelves to live in, ho 
had one of the pious Prophets of old for their Patron or 
Author; which Se& did expreſs and make known all 
real Exiftencies in Nature, by apt and fit Similitudes 
of Things, thereby repreſenting their Images to Fancy, 
and fixing their Impreſſions in Men's Minds, as in vul- 
| gar Diſcourſes is frequently uſed. This Seft we find 
grew famous in that Ifland, ſpreading it ſelf ahroad, 
and prevailing, ſo far, that even the King himſelf not 
onfy did embrace it, but alſu conſtraĩned others there- 
to. In this Iſland, you muſt know, two pious and vir- 
tuous Men were born, true lovers of what is good, the 
one Salaman by Name, and the other Aſal, who adhe- 
red to this Se after the beſt and moſt pertetl manner, 
daily obſerving all its Precepts, and doing ſuch Acts 
as were required by it : For the ſame-purpoſe they cor. 
tract a mutual great Friendſhip; and among ſeveral o- 
ther Paſſages contained in the Law of that Sect, their 
Enquiry was made into the Deſcriptions, or Attributes 
of the Deity and his Angels; as alſo of a Reſurrection 
and future Rewards and Puniſhments. Now whilfs 
babe in ſuck Scrutinies and Enquiries, Aſal ſarch'd 
Meder into the very inmoſt Nature of Things, ænd in- 
e MyRical Senſes of Words, being” very diligent 
mac Explaining and Interpreting them: His Friend 
w chiefly obſerv d the oũtſide and viſible-part of 
6 8.

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the Law as it. at firſt ſight appeared, abftaining from 
all curious Interpretations, Examinations, and 
lations of Matters. They were both of them diligent 
obſervers of all External Works required by the Law, 
making their Realon a Rule whereby to act, conſtantly 
fighting and contending againft their unruly Paſhons 
and inordinate Affections: But whereas that their 
Law ſcem'd to Encourage Men to affect Solitude, or a 
Solitary Life, as if Happineſs and Salvation conſiſts in 
ſucha.State; as alſo again on the other-ſide, ſeemed 
to echort Men unto Civil Acquaintance and Fellow- 
hip, and apply themſelves to Humane Society, as a 
Means to drive away Evil Thoughts, and baniſh that 
Diverſity of Opinions in the Mind ; But the Diffe- 
rence of their Opinions in that Matter grew fo great 
that they parted upon it. Now whereas Aſal ha 
heard of that Iſland which we have already mention 
that Joſephus was bred up in, and withal knowing the 
Fertility and Conveniencies of it, and its healthfu] 
_ temperate Air, which won'd make ſuch a ſuitable Re- 
tirement as he wiſh'd for, reſolved to go thither and 
withdraw from all Humane Society for the reſt of his 
Life; and having gathered all his Subſtance together, 
hires a Ship with part of it to carry him to that Iſland, 
giving the reft in Charity-to the Poor, and taking 
leave of his old Friend Sealeman, to Sea he went, and

diſturb him in that State and Condition of Life:; But

Such were his 
Thovghty, and the Reaſon why, was, he judged all 
Nen endued with an ingenious Principle and Diſpo 
ſition, .a quick ' Underſtanding and Conſtancy of 
Mind to it ſelf; not knowing how. — how 
m- adviſed, and how unconſtant in Reſolutions they 
are, more like Brutes, and more apt than they to 
wander out of that way which the Law of Nature 
has directed to walk in.
